Van Zandt, tolil mo tho other day, to go at 
onco to Europe, in case ho over got out, and 
act as correspondent for American papers. 
Little Lingg was tho ono dangerous man in the 
lot. 
Now that it is all over, one cannot help 


thinking what a lot of V—rible things we have 
tiad and what a lot of fear and trembling wo 
have indulged in over a very trilling affair. 


This much now appears plainer than it 


ever did bcL'oro. It is cs well settled as any- 
thing of the sort can bo that not ono of the 
men who were executed know who threw 
that bomb at tho IlaymarUet. I had a long 
talk a day or two sinco with Capt. Black, the 
chief counsel for tho Anarchists, and a man 
whoso truthfulness and humanity have won 
for him a high place in tho estimation of tho 
people of Chicago. Mr. Black, who is 
brother of C!eu. Black, the commissioner of 
pensions ut Washington, is a man whoso 
absolute veracity and good faith no one who 
knows him would over call into question 
Mr. Black declared to mo with all tho 
emphasis of which his eloquent voice is 
capable that ho believes now as firmly as he 
cvor did that his lato clients wore innocent o: 
any intent to toko human life, and of any 
participation in tho act by which life was 
sacrillced that night, Capt. Black says he 
knows—not simply that ho believes, but tha' 
ho knows—that tho man who threw tho 
bomb was an entiro stranger to the men 
executed in Cook county jail. 
If Capt 


Black had learned in tho privacy of his rela- 
tions with thoso men as their lawyer that 
thc-y did know tho bomb tlirower, ho might 
and indeed certainly would conceal that fact, 
but ho would not volunteer tho declaration 
which appears above. Mr. Black thinks the 
bomb thrower was not a Chicago man at all, 
and that his act was performed entirely oa 
his owu responsibility, without even a con- 
sultation with any one of the executed men. 
Mr. Black believes tho man who threw the 
bomb is now in New York city, and says 
that wero ho tho public prosecutor an effort 
would bo mado to bring that man to justice. 


Boing somewhat impressed by the captain's 


statement, I called on State's Attorney Grin- 
nc'll, the public prosecutor, and asked him 
about tho bomb thrower. "Of course tho 
Anarchists anil tho bomb thrower were con- 
nected," ho declared; "1 do not mean to say 
that tho executed men personally knew the 
man \vho threw tho bomb, nor that he knew 
them or c.ny ouc of them, but it is quitoclear, 
nn was brought out in the trial, that whoever 
threw tho bomb was led to do so by tho 
advice, teachings and plans of tho men 
who wero hanged in tho jail three weeks 
ago." 
Of Juror Brayton tasked tho ques- 


tion, "Did llio jury, iu making np its verdict, 
reach tho conclusion 1 hat there was co-opera- 
tion between the defendants and tho man 
\vhothivw Iho luiiiV" "It wns agreed by 
all the jurors," ho ivnlied, "that tho instruc- 
tions of tlie court worn such that ii; was not 
necessary for n; tu deuido whether there was 
or was not actual collusion between tho de- 
fendants and t'ic thrower of tho bomb." 


In tlio trial several witnesses wero brought 


in by tho stale to provo that Spies and 
Schwab ha'lruotin the alloy near tho Hay- 
markotand I hero handled a bomb and talked 
about it. This was just beforo tho tragedy. 
Tho stato m-idi- a vigorous effort to establish 
tills proposition, as it did to provo its claim 
that Sam Fiehlen, who was speaking ou the 
wagon at tho llaymarkut when tho police 
approached on that fateful night, ropeatodly 
fired his revolver at tho oaleers. Yot it was 
for Sclnvul) unil Fielden that tho judgo who 
tried the c-iiK.1, ami the state's attorney who 
prosecuted it, joined in a recommendation 
to tho governor 1'ur mercy—a recommenda- 
tion which saved thc-.r nocks from the gal- 
lows. 
II'Scliwai) nud Ficklen, tho only ones 


who wero chni\,c 1 v, u h i ho commission of 
any overt aels, ilul nut, merit hanging, the 
commission of an overt act must be deemed 
of little iinportanco in tho cose. 


Doul>t!esj the general public bclioves that 


the men v. Sio were hanged wero hanged be- 
cause they threw the homb or conspired with 
the 7iian v. ho cud throw it to kill Degan, the 
police:n;ci iianu'.l in tho indictment.

to be the brutality of tho police. It is well j 
to remark licre that there has existed for j 
many years in the mind-s of the working 
jeople . f Chicago a deep seated prejudice , 
igainst the police. This prejudice has beeu 
particularly strong in the minds of the Ger- 
nans, and it did not arise without fault on 
the part of the police. In the year 1877 a 
squad of police brutally attacked a peaceful 
meeting of German citizens in one of the 
Turner halls, cracking the heads of inoffen- 
sive men with their clubs, and beating several 
well nigh fatally. The indignation of the 
Germans of Chicago ran so high over this 
outrage that armed clubs were organized to 
protect themselves against future assaults of 
a similar sort. These armed clubs were the 
beginnings of the Anarchistic organizations 
In this city. Again, two or three years ago, 
the conduct of the police in the street car 
strike was such as to rouse great indignation 
on the part of the whole people, and the press 
was filled with complaints and protests. The 
meeting at the Haymarket was called for a 
similar purpose. At McCorinick'a factory, a 
day or two beforo, the police had assaulted a 
crowd of workmen, injuring several, and it 
was to protest against this that the meeting 
was called at the Haymarket. The famous 
"Revenge" circular was for revenge upon 
the police for their alleged inhumanity. 
That was a lawful meeting. There can be no 
doubt about that. The highest civil officer 
of the community, the mayor, was there in 
person, and after listening to the speechej 
nnd watching the crowd for an hour or mor« 
he rode to the police station near by and told 
tho officer in charge, Inspector Eonfleld, that 
the meeting was peaceable and that he might 
as well send his reserve men home; that there 
would bo no trouble. 


Now these are not new facts, nor am I 


endeavoring to defend the Anarchists, nor 
yet to claim that they were guiltless. 
I 


merely desire to clear up some of tho mists 
that have gathered in the public mind con 
cerningthis celebrated caso. 
To get at a 


proper estimate of the Haymarket tragedy I 
think one should take full cognizance of this 
antipathy of the laboring classes for tho 
police. It was tho real cause of tho trouble. 
"Curse the brutal police," yelled the excited 
men, 
brooding over tho ills of the poor, and 


regarding the constabulary as the repres«n 
tatives of the capitalists whom they believed 
to be robbing tho toilers of their just dues; 
"Curse the police, and if the blue coats attack 
us wo will fight for our rights. Let us havo 
revenge I" That was tho spirit which ani- 
mated tho Anarchists, or at least those of 
them who wero not in tho business simply for 
tho living they could make out of it. That 
was wrong. It was unlawful to plan resist- 
ance to tho lawful authorities. Even if the 
police are brutal, a man should not arrogate 
to himself the right to kill them when they 
approach him and ask him to move on—no 
matter if he is standing oa tho public high' 
way, 
where ho has a right to stand, and de- 


porting himself in a manner inoffensive to 
the public. A bullet or a bomb is no fit an- 
swer to a command that springs from au- 
thority, however rash and excessive. At the 
same time the reader who wishes to arrive at 
a clear understanding of tho tragody should 
bear in mind the fact that bombs were mado 
as much on account of hate of tho police as 
in pursuance of plans to effect a social revo- 
lution. It should also bo remembered that 
the men who most hated the police and most 
desired revenge wero Germans, while a great 
majority of the police were Irishmen. 


It is true that there were men who sin- 


cerely desired a social revolution. There 
wero men who desired to accomplish revolu 
tion by force. I believe, from my investiga- 
tions of tho caso, and from confidential talks 
with attorneys of the men who woro exe- 
cuted, that the Haymarket bomb was not 
thrown as a part of the plan for a revolu- 
tion,-but that it was thrown by an individual 
unknown to the men who were hanged, act- 
ing on his own rcspt 
ibility, individually 


and alone, and that the act was contrary to 
their wishes and harmful to thoir plans. 
Believing that, I cannot see that tho men 
now dead at tho law^ hand were guilty of 
tho murder of Policeman Degan. But, for 
tunately, there is another view of tho caso. ] 
believe quite as firmly that tho executed men 
or rather some of them, for thero were de 
grees of guilt among them—and somo of them 
were not in the conspiracy at all and should 
never have been hanged—somo of tho exe- 
cuted men were tho victims of such hallu 
cinations, tho possessors of such illusions one 
tho advocates of such plans that their coin 
mission of a crimo liko that of tho Haymar 
ket, which they did not commit, was merely 
a matter of timo. And I soo even ia the 
Haymarket something to be thankful for 
Hod tho climax not bcon reached in May 
18SG, in tho slaughter of seven men, it wouli 
certainly havo come ero this, and perhaps in 
even moro terrible form. Had that man 
Lingj lived and kept his liberty a y 
or so longer thero would havo been a traged1 
besido which tho Haymarket would seem 
inconsequential. A Haymarket would noi 
have satisfied Lingg. True, ho was almos 
alono, tho one man of knowledge and nerve 
and beerlcss passion and enduring hate enougl 
to mako him dangerous, but ia a year or so 
or in a few months, there would havo been 
score of Linggs and perhaps a scoro o 
slaughters in as many different parts of the 
city. 


I know absolutely, tfnd do not base my in 


formation on any of tho evidence offered in 
tho trial, for that trial was full of perjtim 
testimony, that a conspiracy of ominous 
scope and wicked purpose existed among the 
Anarchists of this city. One at least of th 
men who died in Cook county jail was in 
that conspiracy, whilo half a dozen othe 
men, in it quite as deep, aro now walking th 
streets of Chicago free men. Cut that con 
splracy was far from ripo. It had assumed 
but vague and indefinable form, and con 
sistcd principally of a dozen or two carnes 
but not bloodthirsty men, a lot of beer guz- 
zling blowhards, nnd Louis Lingg, boml 
maker. Perhaps a year would havo been re- 
quired to perfect it. Tho bomb of the Hay 
market was not a part of it. 


After all society has boon very fortunatu 


In tho whole matter. Anarchy hog been 
throttled in Chicago—and State's Attorney 
Grinncll says tho conviction of Most in 3 
York is tho end of Anarchy in America— 
and though perhaps none of tho execute 
men had actually committed murdor, mos 
of them wero in a way of thinking, hat 
adopted methods and bocomo possessed c 
illusions which sooner or later would hav 
'ed them to tho commission of a terribl 
crime. It is not private justice to hat 
man for the crimo he haii not committed bu 
may commit, but ia some cases it is puhli 
policy. 


As for tho future, I sco nothing to miii 


alarm or misgivings. 
Thero nro Anar 


chists in 
Chicago, 
but 
they aro 
no 


organized, and dare not organize. 
The 


are merely Anarchists in thcor}'. Tons 
thousands of workingmen, nnd many thou 
sands who are not workingmeu, as the terra 
is used, believe the hanging was an extrem 
nnd savage measure, uaid a crnol injustice t 
individuals. But they are not going to sto 
work or go to rioting because of their belie 
Spies, Engel, Fischer ami Parsons felt tha 
they wero being offered m sacrifice to pulif 
passion aiid hate, and believed they wei 
martyrs whose blood would be the seed of 
church of retribution. Spies and his com 
panions wero sadly mistaken. Their fate 
regretted by thousands, but not even a bane 
ful talks of revenge.
